ATTACKED 


Rain and Mud Saves 


Bull Hill, 
The Deputies are Waiting Bete 
Weather, 


A Scouting Party Attacks Their 
Pickets. 


Gov. Waite Admitted to Their Stronghold—. 
Arbitration Efforts at Pittsburgh— 
Proclamations and Troops— 
—The Railroads. 
Associated Presse Leased-wire Service. 
 ORIPPLE CREEK, (Colo.,) May 30.—' 
(Special Dispatch.) The heavy and 
continuous train of the past thirty-six 
hours ha@ rendered the mountain roads 
impassable .and made it impossible to 
execute thé anticipated move of the 
deputies a@ainst the miners on Bull 
Hill. Th@y are stil encamped 
Divide and will move against the 
‘Miners as goon as the rain ceases. 
‘Meantime the. miners have released 
their vigilance and this morning one of 
their scouting parties ran into the 
deputies’ picket and a skirmish ensued 


} in -which about twenty-five shots were | 


fired, but no one was injured. — 

Gov. Waite. arrived at Victor’ 
on a special train at 2:50 o’clock this 
afternoon and was immediately 
escorted to the empire of Bull Hill 
and. accorded an interview by the 
emperor, John Calderwood. The con- 
ference fasted until 7 o’clock this even- 
ing, but the result is unknown as His 
Excellency, the Governor, boarded his 
train and left for Denver immediately 
after its conelusion,.. refusing to see 
newspaper men. His sympathies are 
well known to be with the strikers. 

The transportation companies have 
refused to undertake the further trans- 
fer of freight from Midiand, the Mid- 
‘land terminal to ‘this point, fearing 
‘its confiscation by the strikers. . As 
result the prices of staple pro- 
visions have taken a stiff advance and 
unless - the gituation is soon: relieved 
sufferings anvet follow. 

.Later.—Gov. Waite, during the course | 
of the evening, addressed a mass-meet- 
ing of tht miners in the schoolhouse at 
Altman, and gave them to understand 
that, although he was their friend, he 
would order the militia against them 
as soon as their conduct carried them 
without the pale of the law. After 
that another conference was held with 
the union leaders, and the Governor 
reiterated his position in even stronger 
_terms than those used-at the mass- 
meeting. The Governor’s utterances 
fell as a blow upon the miners, and, 
-after they came to a realization of the 
exact manner of the firm stand he’has 
‘taken, they accepted his advice to 
again endeavor to settle the trouble by 
arbitration, and named him as the 
agent to visit the mine-owners at Col- 
orado Springs and endeavor to secure 
some terms of amica settlement.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

CRIPPLE CREEK (Colo.,) May 30.— 
The entire day has been spent hy the 
miners on Bull Hill anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of Gov. Waite. The chief 
executive of t State spent from 5 
o’clock in the rning till 6 p.m. trav- 
eling from Florence to Victor, a dis- 
tance of twenty-four miles. The rea- 
son for this snail’s pace is that the 
Victor and Cripple Creek road is an 
entirely new one, and eighteen miles 
of roadbed is in a canyon, the walls of 
which reach a heignt of more than a 
thousand feet, and the rivulet swells 
to a torrent with each heavy rain. In 
winding down the canyon the road 
crosses the stream eighty times, and, 
as a storm has been raging in this re- 
gion for thirty-six hours, and as the 
road is new, it appears almost a miracle 
that none of the bridges went out. 

On reaching Victor, His Excellency 
was hastily put into an express-wagon, 
the only vehicle that could be had, and 
transported to Bull Hill, Here he met 
the officers of the union in secret ses- 
sion. The word secret is used ause 
all day long it has been impossible for 
a@ newspaper man or a person not a 
member of the union to tarry in the 
vicinity of Bull Hill, if, in fact, he was 
permitted to reach the. summit, for 
a longer time. than five minutes. The 
Governor was not in the best of tem- 
per, it is said, and he insisted that 
nothing like oratory should be prac- 
ticed upon him, and, in consequence, a 
statement of so-callod facts was sub- 
mitted’ to him. What the Governor 
said in reality it is impossible to 
learn, but it is given out as a fact that 
at the conclusion of the conference he 
was given full power to act in behalf 
of the miners with the mine-owners.

_« SPANISH FIGHTING BULLS. 


Five Years’ Time Spent in ‘Preparing Them 
. for the Arena. 
(Fortnightly Review:) The bulls 
used for fighting purposes are a spe- 
cially selected, specially cared-for class. 
Andalusia is especially the district of 
the bull. Here at the age of one year 
the young bulls are separated from. the 
heifers, branded with the owner’s mark 
and turned out loose on the plains to 
graze with others their own age. 
en a year older the young bulls 
are gathered together in order that 
their mettle and fighting qualities may 
be tested. One of them is separated 
-from the herd and chased by a man 
on horseback, who, by the. skillful 


the escaping bull, whereupon another 
rider comes in front of the animal 
with a sharper lance to withstand the 
expected attack. | 

If the bull, in regaining his feet, 
attacks the rider twice it is passed as 
a fighting animal, but if he turns tail 
and runs off then it is set aside to be 
killed or to be used for agricultural 
werk. 

The process of the careful selection 
goes On from year to year until the 
bull is 5 years old, when, should its 
mettle prove true, it is ready for the 
arena, and flaming posters appear on 
the walls of Madrid or Seville an- 
nouncing that Espartero, or whatever 
his name is, will, on such a. date, 
make his first and final. appearance. 
A good ‘“warrantable’’ five-year-old

EDINBURGH, May 30.—(By Atlantic 
Cab‘e.) An important speech, touching 
upon wheat, silver, gold and American 
mining, railroads and land mortgages 
was delivered here today by the Rt. 
Hon. Henry Chaplin (Conservative,) 
president of the Board of Agriculture 
in Lord Salisbury’s government. The 


etre was an address to a crowded 


conference of the Scotch members of 
husbandry and had for its subject. 
“Pimetallism in Relation to Agricul- 
tural Depression.”’ 

The speaker Ceclared that agricultural 
depression was chiefly due to the steady 
and. heavy fall in prices of produce, 


f which ho claimed was due to the mon- 


etary changes of 1878 and could only be 
stopped by reverting to the previous 
monetary system, Nobody could fore- 


rsee where the present fall of prices 


would end. According to the latest 
table, the fall from 1871 to 1893 of 40 
per cent. in wheat amply illustrated 
this. The British commissioners, he 
added, studied the price of wheat in 
America in 1879 and believed that 
if could never be exported cheaper than 
40s per quarter. Superior Indian 
wheat was sold last week at Hull for 
19s 3d per quarter. 

Continuing, he said the majority of 
the farmers believed that the fall in 
prices is due to foreign competition and 
that the remedy was protection; but 
the fact that half the countries of the 


continent and the United States, while | 


imposing the heaviest duties on im- 
port produce, complain of agricultural 
depression, refutes this argument, 
Chaplain asserted. Touching upon the 
farmers of America, he said that they 
especially were being ruined and ‘be- 
coming bankrupt faster even than the 
British farmers. 

Others contend that overproduction is 
responsible for the fall in prices; but he 
claimed statistics show that the pro- 
duction of wheat has decreased al- 
though the prices have fallen. There- 
fore, from the point of viewof the 
speaker it was farcical and ridiculous 
to attribute the fatl in prices to that 
cause. The real cause, he said, was the 
demonetization of silver in 1873 and the 
subsequent divergence of the. relative 
values of metals which enabled the 
silver-using countries like India to ex- 


port wheat at the present’ low’ price! | 


Chaplain also said: ‘And if silver con- 
tinues to fall, there is no reason why 
wheat should not cheapen indefinitely. 
We propose as a remedy an interna- 
tional agreement to revert to the sys- 
tem which prevailed prior to 1873.” 
The failure of the Brussels conference 
is no argument against this, as it has 
since been clearly proven that nothing 
but the action of the English delegates 
broke up the conference.

“My answer to .the argument that an

The increased output consequent upon 
such an agreement*would, in our opin- 
ion, not affect the matter in the least, 
as it would be infinitesmal compared 
with the immeénse exporting mass. The 
argument that an international agree- 
mept would ‘make the fortune of the 
owners of American and Mexican sil- 
ver miners does not touch the question 
of its expediency and general utility. 
“The most important adverse argu- 
ment is that Great Britain, beihg the 
greatest creditor nation of the world, 
would receive payment of her debts in 
the cheapest metal. We contend that 


| both. metals.would perform equal func- 


tions, while, on the other hand, we say 
it is not wise for a ereditor to embar- 
rass his debtor by monetary changes.”’ 
Thé sweaker then referred to Amer- 
ican railways, and made the assertion 
that one-third of their number were in 
the hands of receivers. He followed 
this by dwelling.on the unfavorable in- 
vestments made in American land mort- 
gages, and said: ‘‘From the facts of 
the condition of the land and farmers 
there, especially in the West, owing to 
the fall in prices, I should be very 
anxious about investments if they were 
mine. In fact, the creditors. everywhere 
are in the greatest danger of losing 
their capital, or the greater part of it, 
owing to the appreciation of gold. 
“The argument in favor of monomet- 
allism, based on the fact that enor- 
mous quantities of gold are lying idle 
in the Bank of England, is erro- 
neous; it merely points to the way to 
invest in industry and enterprise in the 
face of falling prices. The bimetallic 
prospects of the fyture are most prom- 
ising, and I can assure our foreign 
friends that the recent court of bimetal- 
lic debate in the’ House of Commons 
was not.devoid of importance. The 
discussion of the matiter was attempted 
against the advice of its friends, and 
the result was inevitable, seetng that 
no division was possible. Advices from 
every quarter of Great Britain show 
that interest in the question is steadily 
and widely spreading, and that the 
city of London itself is coming in. 
Chaplain’s speech greatly impressed 
the audience, and he was loudly ap- 


plauded.

Since the earliest daiwn of history, we 
find men in every condition of life 
erecting commemorating stones and 
tablets to mark an era or circum- 
stance’ which, in their estimation, had 
some great or powerful influence on 
their future destiny, or which was re- 
garded at the time as-the direct and 
miraculous interposition of some su- 
pernatural power in their behalf.’’ 

The speaker dwelt at length upon 

how nations, by the dedication of a 
. particular day or otherwise, celebraite 

great events. Reviewing the history 

of the country, he spoke graphically 
of the principal occurrences in the 
civil ‘war, and, continuing, he said: 
“And now, twenty-nine years after 
the thunders of cannon have died away 
. at Appomattox, the ‘boys’ who wore 
the blue and those who wore the 
are striking hands in the peace- 
pursuits of life. But, alas! not all 
of them. They sleep in thousands of 
unknown graves—those heroes of con- 
tending ideas.

“But what monumental day is 
this, ladies .and gentlemen, which, 
for .a quarter of a century 
been set apart and celebrated as no 

in our nation’s history? It 

marks no.great event; battle 
- fought; no victory won. It is heralded 
by no booming cannon, nor blazing 
bonfires; but, on each recurring year 

{ts dawning is greeted by the chastened 

hearts of a mighty nation, as they 

gather the garlands of spring to lay as 
grateful tributes on the graves of dead 
heroes. It is a day set apart and con- 
seorated by the love of ,000,000 -of 
people, that the valor attested by half- 

@ million loyal graves shall be kept 
‘ green in the memory of the -coming 

years. It is a day devoted to loving 

ministrations—to the smoothing down 
the rough, paths of life and developing 
nobler and loftier ideals of duty. 
‘This nation has decreed by solemn 
enactment that when nature rises 
from her winter’s rést and dons her 
robes of beauty, when the songs of 
birds and the perfume of flowers greet 
us with gladness, that this, the 30th 
day of May, shall be set apart as the 
one ‘Memorial day’ commemorative of 
all the deeds of that great army of 

gnknown and unrecorded heroes, who, 
from 1861. to 1865, gathered up their 

knapsacks for their pillows, and, with 

@ patriotism as grand as ever adorned 
the history of the world, made their 
beds on crimson fields of fame, from 
which they never returned. 

‘‘And what shall I say for that great 
army, who, surviving the dangers of 
eg and crowned with victory won 

p 


on a thousand battlefields, were left 
when the struggle ended. They donned 
the habilaments cf peace, and, beating 
their swords into plowshares and their 
bayonets into pruning-hooks they went 
out into all the peaceful walks of life, 
exemplifying not only the heroism of 
American soldiers, but the grandeur of 
American character. 

“The victories won on battlefields, 
the endurance displayed on the weary 
march, the persistence shown through 
all the great struggle, pale before the 
victories they have won in peaceful 
walks of life. They taught the nation 
a grander, loftier and nobler idea of 
beauty. ‘They have taught a whole 

eople to love and reverence the flag 

no nation éver loved its banner be- 
fore. It has been their splendid work 
that has educated this nation so that, 
today, upon a hundred thousand school- 
houses throughout the land there floats 
the banner of stars, and every little boy 
who ra‘ses his cap, and every loving 
daughter who salutes the flag as it 
rises and falls upon the breeze, pays a 
tribute to the boys in blue who yet 
remain to honor the dead they left 
upon the battlefield. 

“Even our foes, who met us in gray, 
. ~have caught this spirit of loyalty and 
love of the flag, in the light of its 
grand achievements, to such an extent 
that, when, a few months ago, away 
out here on one of the islands of the 
Pacific, 2500 hundred miles from where 
the waves beat upon our own golden 
gands, when that flag was lowered and 
came down in disgrace where it had 


once been raised, even they—the old 


veterans in gray—protested against its. 


desecration, 
“All hail, ye heroes and survivors of 
that great conflict of the ages! These 
are but a few of the trophies to your 
valor. 
““T said it marks no single great event, 
but it stafids as a monument to the 
valor. which, at Bull Run, Don- 
elson,. Corinth, Cedar Mountain, 
Winchester, Antietam, Vicksburg, 
Chickamagua, Mission Ridge, Look- 
out Mountain, Gettysburg . and Ap- 
pomattox, met the fierce “shock 
of battle, and above the storm-clouds 
of war carried our flag in triumphyand 
spanned our national sky with the 
bow of an enduring peace. 
‘It is peculiarly appropriate that Cal- 
ifornia should honor this day, for she, 
more than any other of the States, rep- 
resents the epitome of the whole nation. 
While lying farthest from the seat of 'the 
great struggle, her heart beat in loyal 
response to every call of patriotism, 
and thrilled with intensest love for free- 
dom and the Union. And while our 
fair fields were unstained by the 
_ blood of contending armies, we have 
gathered the brave sons and fair 
daughters from every. nook and corner 
of our broad domain, and, recognizing 
but one flag and one country, we are 
building an empire as grand as our 
mountain peaks and as beneficent to 
mankind as the breezes that fan our 
vine-clad hills and flower-kissed valleys. 

“Grand and fearless ‘Queen of the 
Pacific.’ Born amid ‘the billows of war, 
rocked by the tempests of strife, and 
nursed amid political commotion, she 
emerged from her swaddling clothes a 
giant and panoplied for victory. And 
today in the presence of her grand 
‘scenery and her splendid history, she 
stands uncovered before the lowly 
graves of those who once wore the blue, 
and followed the flag as. defenders of 
out State and nation. 

“Let loving hands and patriot hearts 
bring flowers to garland these graves, 
and let the comrades to whose hands 
has been confided the guardianship of 
this day see that its lessons shall not 
be forgotten. The time will come when 
the last survivor of that gigantic strug- 
gle will stand by the grave of some old 
comrade, and With trembling hands cast 
the last tribute of comradeship on the 
receding mound, and with face to the 
setting sun he hears the order ‘muster

“No. garlands of beauty are too rare 


for tributes to these immortal sons of 
freedom; but the brightest flowers we 
can plant to thelr memory will be to 
instill into the minds of our children 
and our children’s children a loyal 
and brave love of country—the ideal of 
a perfect manhood and such apprecia- 
tion of patriotism as will make ‘them

When the later 
course was pursued the usual denun- 
ciation of the employment of Chinese 
followed.

Have We a Government of Law? — The Rule 
of the Mob, 

The Sacramento Record-Union com- 
ments on the following press dispatch: 

“DES MOINES, May 23.—-Mayor Hillis 
yesterday met a committee of striking 
miners, and asked that they permit 
enough coal to be mined to keep the 
waterworks going. The miners said 
they would not permit it. The water- 
works will be shut down Thursday.” 

Does such a text call: for any com- 
mentary? Does it not preach its own 
sermon? Here. we have the applica- 
tion of a power to a lawfully-organized 
community, that is coercive, despotic 
and defiant of the law. If those who 
promote strikes imagine for an instant 
that they can pursue such a policy as 
indicated by the dispatch, and that the 
people will remain passive and submis- 
‘sive under it, they are sadly mistaken. 
The. rights of laboring men are to be 
guarded as sacredly and as much de- 
fended as those of any other citizen. 
The equities of labor demanding recog- 


“nition are to be given as much consid- 


eration as any other. But neither labor 
nor capital, employed nor employer, 
will be permitted to punish the inno- 
cent nor put thumbscrews upon the 
communities of the land to cempass 
their private ends. Communities have 
rights as sacred as those of individu- 
als, and both capital agd labor will 
presently discover that they will be as- 
serted and maintained. The Des 
Moines spectacle is humiliating, slavish 
end unendurable.

3 at the Border. 
Smuggling Chinese in the Early 


Robbery of the Mongolians one of the Profit- 
able Perquisites—The Gullty Parties 
are Now in Jall at San 
Diego. 


SAN DIEGO, May 28.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) During the first months 
of the year 1890 a systematic attempt 
was made to introduce Chinese into 
the United States by way of Lower 
California. The Chinese were trans- 
ported from Hong Kong to San Fran- 
cisco, there transferred without land- 
ing to the steamer Newbern, that was 
then plying between San Francisco 
and Mexican ports, and ltanded at 
Ensenada, Lower California, sixty 
miles below San Diego. From En- 
senada the Chinese traveled overland 
to the boundary line near San Diego, 
or by small boats to some point on 
the coast above the boundary line, 
where they could land with safety. 

On the, boundary line were stationed 
two customs Officers, one at Tia Juana, 
which is about six miles from the coast 
and is the principal route of travel by 
land between Lower California and 
San Diego, and one at Campo, : some 
thirty-five miles from the coast, in the 
mountains. These two officers are ex- 
miles 
of boundary line between the coast 
and the desert. At the time men- 
tioned there was also a Chinese in- 
spector at San Diego, whose special 
duty was to assist in enforcing the 
Chinese exclusion law, but this offi- 
cer was an old man and physically 
unfitted for the rough and tumble 
duties which his position involved. 

Across the boundary line, between 
the ocean and the desert, are numer- 
ous wagon roads and trails, by which 
the Chinese could enter the country 
almost at will, bat the attempt was 
usually made near Tia Juana. becaase 
it was so near to San Diego that there 
was less danger of capture after 
crossing the line and before reaching 
the haven of safety in the haunts of 
their fellows in San Diego's China- 
town. 

Unfamiliarity with the country made 
it desirable, if not necessary, for im- 
migrant Chinese to havé guides from 


.Ensenada to San Diego, and out of this 


fact grew a business that. ultimately 
became nefarious. 

It was in April, 1890, that a batch of 
upward of twenty Chinese were caught 
by customs officers and State consta- 
bles, a part of them at Tia Juana and 
a part in a boat as it was entering the 
San Diego Harbor. 

Immediately after this event there 
appeared on the scene two United 
States officers, in the persons of F. B. 
Goodrich, then a Chinese inspector sta- 
tioned at Los Angeles, and now a dep- 
uty Upgited States marshal,and A. W. 
Mars hen a deputy United States 
_marshal, and now a deputy sheriff at 
“Los Angeles. Goodrich was ordered by 
the department to report for duty at 
San Diego, and Marsh’s appearance at 
the boundary line was ostensibly due 
to the Marshal’s zeal in enforcing the 
exclusion act. In all some seventy 
Chinese were captured near San Diego 
and ordered deported to China, most 


‘of them during the first half of 1890, 
as the further supply was cut off soon: 


after the scheme bécame known by the 
government prohibiting the transfer to 
the steamer Newbern at San Fran- 
cisco. Goodrich and Marsfi took part 
in the capture of nearly all of these 
except the first two batches, as here- 
tofore explained. 

To the necessity of a guide for the 
Chinese was added the desire for some 
means of transportation from Ense- 
nada to the line, and these demands 


were promptly met by those below the. 


line, Who were only too glad to earn the 
very liberal compensation which ~ the 
Chinese were willing to pay for suth 
service. Many of the immigrant ‘Chi- 
nese had money, and their fellaws in 
San Diego were quite willing to pay 
for those who had no money.’ The 
Chinese were not only willing to pay 
for guidance and transportation, but 


also for assistance in ev ading the offi- 


cers whose business it was to exclude 
them; and the possession of money by 
the Chinese was an opportunity which 
cupidity was not ‘likely long to neg- 
lect, especially since the defenseless 
condition of the Chinese minimized the 
danger of detection for - those who 
might prey upon them. To the un- 
scrupulous on both sides of the line 
the situation almost inevitably sug- 
gested co-operation for mutual profit. 
There was money in it for those below 
the line, while for those above it there 
was both money and glory. For those 
below there was money, either as com- 
for services 
nese, or as the booty resulting fr 

their robbery; while for meme above 
there was the glory result: ng from 
capture and the money to be derived 
from the immigrant Chinese them- 
selves, or from their fellows in San 
Diego, who were willing to pay for 
their delivery in. Chinatown. 
there was the grand opportunity for 
sure thing of collab- 
oO on and “additi 

ion, division’ and 

At the time referred to there exi 
gang of petty Mexican 
Tia Juana possessing all the qualifi- 
cations for such a conspiracy against 
the Chinese as was made possible by 
the circumstances and conditions that 
have been outlined. Among the prin- 
cipal members of this fang were Y. 
C. Feuntes, judge of the first instance, 
Donaciana Cruz, judge of the second 
instance, Joaquin Fuentes, a police- 
man, brother of the judge, all of whom 
figured prominently in the kidnaping 
of Charles Oberlander from the house 
of an American at Tia Juana two 
years ago. With this, trio Goodrich 
and Marsh co-operated in dealing with 
the Chinese, and the nature of their 
methods will appear from follow-

SAN DIEGO, May 29.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The Republican County 
Convention, to appoint delegates to 
the State and Congress conventions 
was held today.

_mumbers the Populist convention re- 

_@ently held for the same purpose, and 
it. lacked the oratorical and ‘‘resoloot- 
in’’’ capacity of the latter body. 

Two sets of delegates were ° ap- 
pointed, one for each convention. The 
slate seemed to be completely made 
up before the convention met, and it 
went through so slick that the con- 
vention’s work was all done by 1:30 
o'clock. The delegation to the State 
convention is instructed for Judge 
Torrance, and it wears the unit rule 
gag. ‘Jin mie” Copeland and “Col.” 
Dolph Gassen were prominent and ac- 
tive members and both of them go as 
delegates. Gassen recently returned 
from the North, and it is his practice, 
as well as ‘“Jimmie’s,’’ to stuff the 
Northern politicians with the idea that 

- he is a@ political boss at San Diego. 

It is understood that the ‘‘colonel’”’ 
and “Jimmie” are for young Mr. 
Barnes for Governor; in fact, ‘‘Jimmie’”’ 
is supposed, on very good grounds, to 
have charge of Mr. Barnes’s interests 
here, and the ‘colonel’ is his lieu- 
tenant. It is likely that ‘‘Jimmie’’ ex- 
pects to swing the delegation for 
Barnes at Sacramento, and perhaps 
Judge Torrance does not care about 
this matter. ‘‘Jimmie’’ has, of course, 
been quite active in behalf of Tor- 
rance, and. perhaps it makes no differ- 
ence. :

Charles Mason Shot by 
Frank Geigrich. 


The Bullet Entered His Eye, 
Causing Death, 


Absolutely No Provocation for the 
Cruel Deed. 3 


The Victim Only 10 Years of Age, While the 
Murderer is but Three Years 
| Older — Details of the 
Tragedy. 


Charles Alfred Mason, a small boy, 
10 years of age, was shot and almost 
instantly killed by Frank Geigrich, a 
thirteen-year-old boy, about 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon in the river bot- 
tom, near the Hunter ranch, some 
three miles north of the city. 

_From the story of the sad affair re- 
lated by Johnny Mason, the seven- 
year-old brother of the deceased, it ap- 
pears that the two boys wandered off 
from their home on Ramona avenue, 
near Alpine street, and struck up the 
river. About 1 o’clock they met four 
older boys, two of whom were armed 
with small rifles, while a third Had a 
shotgun, and at once joined the young 
hunters. Shortly afterward they 
reached a place. the river nar- 
rowed and essaye ‘cross, but Charlie 
being somewhat timid about jumping, 
was pushed by one of the big boys and 
fell into the water, much to the amuse- 
ment of the others. He and Johnny 
then remained behind, and after the 
four big boys had gone, the former 
Stripped and tried to dry his clothes 
in the sun. Some two or three hours 
later, the clothing being comparatively 
dry, the boy donned it and started for 
home. When he and his little brother 
reached the walnut grove near. the 
Hunter ranch, they met their four 
companions again, and the latter com- 
menced to tease them. Frank Geigrich, 
the boy who had pushed Charlie into 
the water, finally raised the rifle which 
he was carrying, to his shoulder and, 


pointing it at his victim’s head, ex- 
I’ll shoot you!”” Just as the words left 
his lips, there was a flash, a puff of 
smoke from the muzzle of the rifle, 
followed by a sharp report, and little 
Charlie Masoh lay upon the ground 
dying, the bullet (22-caliber) having 
entered the child’s left eye and passed 
through his brain. To the horror and 
amazement of his companions, Geig- 
rich then turned towards Johnny Mason 
and grimly announced his intention of 
shooting him, too. ‘The child, scared 


out of his wits almost, ran away shriek- 


ing: “‘They have killed my brother;” 


and, his cries attracting the attention 
‘of W. T. Williams, Esq., the attorney, 


who was driving toward town on the 
Ivanhoe, road only a few feet away, 
that gentleman pulled up and ran over 
to investigate. 

Geigrich and his companions at once 
took to their heels upon seeing him 
approach; but Mr. Williams gave chage, 
and finally succeeded in rounding them 
up and taking them into custody. 
Marching his prisoners over to the 
nearest house, Mr. Williams dispatched 
his son to town to notify the police, 
and soon afterward Officer Romans of 
the East Side police appeared.. Upon 
learning the facts Romans arrested the 
Geigrich. boy, but, after taking the 
names and addresses of his companions, 
released them. They are Fred Grosse, 
No. 762 Ottawa street, James Cohen, 
No. 920 West Ninth street, and Willie 
Van Tress, No. 537 Salina street. 
“Meantime, the matter having been 
reported to Coroner Cates, the body of 
Charlie Mason was ordered brought in 
to the undertaking establishment of 
Orr & Bird, where an inquest will be 
held at 9:30 o’clock this morning. 
Frank Geigrich was brought into the 
city by Officer Romans and locked up 
in the City Jail, charged with murder.

met the Mason children, who were cry- 
ing because they were lost. Upon 
learning where they lived he tried to 
drive them ahead toward town, but as 
‘they were tired and lagged at every 
step, he borrowed Fred Grosse’s rifle 
for the purpose of scaring them. He 
then pointed it at Charlie Mason, but 
did not notice that it was cocked, and 
accidentally pulled on the trigger. He 
denies little Johnny’s statement, .and 


| insists that he had no intention of do- 


ing his victim harm. ba, 
The father of the dead boy is said 
to be up north hunting work, and his 
mother, who is afflicted with heart 
disease, was completely prostrated with 
grief upon hearing of the tragedy.
